N Saturday the 28. 
of February 1679. 
— [IT was called to 


| Swilly, a Houle above a 
” Mile diſtant from Plimouth, 


where Mr. John Stone was 
retired with his Family, to 
ſecure them from the {mall

Pox , at that time raging 
in Town: He had a 
Daughter, almoſt ſix Years 
old, and a Son that was 
then four Years, and two 
Months, a fanguine fair 
Child, but ſomewhat ſick- 
ly. 
” Ibeſ: two endeayour- 
ing to get into a Field , 
where they eſpied a Maid 
milking of Kine, pull'd at 
the Gate thereok, which 
ſhe had ſhur; they unhap- 
pily cug'd ar a part of it 
which was heavieſt, and 
looſe, and by their little 
ſtrength, made the defe- 
ctive hinges give way, ſo 
that the Gate fell upon 

| them ;

them ; the Girl eſcaped 
without hurt, but the Bo 

unluckily falling , had his 
head. craſhed between the 
heavy end of the Gate, (fo 
heavy, that a man could 
{carce lift it) and a ſmall 
ſtone, that ſtood above the 
level of che ground : this 
ſtone bore againſt the left 
Bregma lomewhat above 
the Ear ; oppoſite to which 
on the other {ide,about the 
ſame diſtance from that 
Far , a pin of Wood an 
inch ſquare, that ſtood out 
half an inch from the Gate, 
and ſerved to faſten an ob- 
lique piece to the bars; 
being forced by the weight

of the Gate, made a ſmall 
wound , but a very great 
depreſſion ; it bled much, 
the Child cryed a licele, 
did not faint, nor conyulle, 
only vomited two or three 
times. 

"This Accident hapned 
ſome hours before I came 
to the Houſe, in all which 
time, nothing had been 
applyed ro, or removed 
from the Head; I preſent- 
ly laid it bare, and upon 
examination by my fin- 
gers, found where this little 
wound was, and that the 
Skull under it was largely 
depreſt ; I cut and ſhaved 
away the hair from about

it, in doing which, I uſed 
warm Sack diluted with 
water, and glowing coals, 
(not charcoal, it being 
hurtful to the head, and 
ſuffocating) to prevent ill 
impreſſions from the air, 
at this time cold and raw. 
That being done, I en- 
tred my Probe at the 
wound, and found the 
ſcalp ſeparate from the 
skull a great way, and 
that there was a very large 
depreſſion of the latter; I 
therefore reſolved without 
delay to dilate it, and free 
the Dura Mater from any 
ſhivers or ſplinters of the 


bone, that might prick or 
B 3 offend

offend it. Mr. Knotsford the 
Apothecary, was juſt then 
(unknown to me)come into 
the chamber, and ſtood be- 
hind me, when withdraw- 
ing-my Probe, ſome of the 
Brain came out upon it; I 
rab'd it on my hand, and 
bruiſed it with my finger, 
and found it to be Brain. 
Before I would proceed to 
inciſ1on, I entred my Probe 
again with the eye for- 
ward, and endeavoured to 
get out what I could ar 
once (the inſtrument being 
both times without: the 
sknll only) it brought forth 
as much astwo Pea's, Mr. 
yer preſently appre- 

hended

hended it , and whiſpered 
to me: that it was Brain ; 
I then put it from my In- 
ſtrument on his hand, and 
proceeded to dilate the - 
wound by an inciſion knife ; 
aſter doing it, ſeveral par- 
 cels of Brain appeared a- 
mong the blood, I cleaned 
3t off, and finding the de- 
preſſion to be but of one 
piece, and that none of 
it, or ought elſe offended 
the Dura Mater, I dreſt it 


3 up with Doffils, dipt in 


Mel Roſatum, and Spirit of 
| Wine made warm, and co- 
vered all with a plegent 

of lmimentum Arcei, 
This great miſchief, I 
B4 found,

found, was done by the Pin 
of the Gate, a Figure of 
which I have here inſerted, 
that every Reader may be 
able to underſtand this part 
of the Story. The place 
where the Pin was,is mark- 
ed + 
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This Wound, thus dreſt up, 


I examined the reſt of the 


Head, and found on the

other Breema, an Ecchymo- 
ſis; and under it another 
depreſſion. I ſhaved off the 
Hair from thence alſo, and 
with the ſame Razor exci- 
ſed a piece of the Scalp, as 
big as a Shilling, which . 
laid bare the deprefſionand 
fracture, which was ſuch as 
I could not then elevate. I 
fill'd this wound with Doſ- 


. fils of dry Lint, "covered 
\._ witha plegent of Arceus li- 
' niment, over all laid a Plai- 


ſter, rowled up the head, 


and laid the Child ( who 


y endured all with incredible 
_ courage) to Bed, his head 
' * bolſter'd as high as hecould 


; well lye. 


Having

Having diſpatcht a Meſ- 
ſenger to Plimouth for ne- 
ceſlaries, I examined that 
part of the Brain which I 
had taken out ; the Father, 
Mr. Knotsford, and others, 
ſaw it, and were aflured 
that it was ſuch; no man 


of brains can imagine what 


elſe it could be. I then 
gave the Father a dreadful 
Prognoſtick, though not of 
poſitive death, (as I ſecret- 
ly thought) but the utmoſt 
hazard thereof, and defired 
the aſhiſtance of ' Door 
Spenſer. 

That Evening I gave 
the Child a Clyſter, which 
having wrought two or

cumſtance) the outward 
table being broken nar- 
rower than the innermoſt, 
made the deepeſt piece lar- 
ger than the hole it had 
made, ſo that at that 
time we could not get it 
out, and indeed we were

I then only 
made yeſterdays inciſion 
into a cruciat, by which 
that whole frafture lay o- 
pen ; we drels'd him as be- 
fore, and rowled up his 
head upon a Stuphe, dry 
wrung from the fomenta- 
tion. A little before, and 
during this dreſs, he took

part of our work. Upon 
opening of which, weſaw 
again ſome little owzings of 
the Brain among the mat- 
ter; but not ſo very diſtinct 
as before : we . now .relo]- 
ved to extract the piece of 
Skull. _ After ſome little 
time I did it, by. turning 
it ſo,:that- the narroweſt

Cloath, bigger than the 
extracted Skull, having a 
thred faſtned to the mid- 
dle to draw it forth by) in- 
to 3 mixture of warm Spi- 
ritof Wine, Honey of Ro- 
ſes, and Ballam of Peru, 
and with a Probethrult che 
edge of it berween ..the 
Skull and Dura Mater. Upon 
it was ſtrewed Cephalick 

Powder, 
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Powder, covered with dry 
Lint. Then I fnipt off rhe 
lips of the Cruciat, and, 
laying on a plegent, arm- 
ed with Arceus's Lmument, 
rowl'd him up.

Aﬀter a few 
Days, when we faw the 
continuance of that Balla- 
mous Dreſs, to the craſſa

fore tedious in exfoliation ; 
we uſed nothing, at firſt to 
induce it, but this Cephalick

added the Bark of Guaiacum 
in Powder to it. In all 
that time the Powder by 
exſiccating the moiſture 
that cauſerh funous's, kept 
any from ariſing, a thing 
ſo uſual and vexatious in 

Children , that ſcarce a 

D ſmall 
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{mall wound in their heads 
can be cured without it. 
To be ſhort, the Dura Ma- 
ter united in four or five 
days, the unition was con- 
firmed, fo as we uſed dige- 
ſtives af five more, di- 
geſtion was procured 3 in a 
Week after. And in about 
ſix Weeks from the firſt 
dreſs, the Skull ſcaled, the 
Fleſh grew up from the 
Dura Mater, and under the 
ſcalings of the Skull, and 
became level with the 
Skin ; it would ſometimes 
be exuberant, and ſoft or 
ſpongy, before it could be 
cicatrized, a gentle touch 
of Roman Vitriol,” and 
ſometimes 
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ſometimes ftrewing pre- 
pared Lapis Calaminaris 
thereon, ſhrank it up, and 
cicatrized the left wound in 
ſeven Weeks; but the 
right remained three 
months, For it was not only 
difhicult ro make a final de- 
ſiccation thereof, becauſe 
of the moiſture gleeting 
from within the Cranium, 
bur necellary to delay ir, 
that the matter mighr dil- 
charge ir ſelf, as it gradu- 
ally decreaſed. In perform- 
ing this laſt part, I uſed a 
very deliccative Sparadrap- 
Plaſter, (chat is, made by 
dipping Cloths in it when

During the Cure, be- 

ſides the frequent uſe of 

Clylters, we purged him 

four times, beginning afcer 

hve Weeks ; at which time 

we made him a Cephalick 

Electuary to take twice, or #% 

oftener in a day, the quan- 

tity of a Nutmeg. About 

the time of exfoliation, he 


began 
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began to be vexed with a 
Cough and Catarrh , for it 
he was purged twice, had 
ſome pectoral hings, CFC. 
which removed that acci- 
dent : and in the conclu- 
ſion we ordered ten or 
twelve drops of Elixir Pro- 
prietatis Paracelſi, to be lome 
mornings given, in what 
Vehicle was moſt agcopta: 
ble co him. 

This is truly and bon fi- 
de an account of the whole 
procels in this Cure, which 
while I was writing I reſol- 
ved to make as particular 
in the manner of the ope- 
rations, and matter of the 
curatory method,as I could, 

DN3 having 
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having always thought it a 
great defect in many Rela- 
tors of Obſervations, that 
they have not given a 
Diary of their principal 
applications, ſucceſles, va- 
riety of ſymptoms, ec. 
molt ſeeming rather to re- 
port that they cured ſuch a 
Diſeaſe or accident, than 
how they did it. 

And that my Reader or 
Adverſary may not ſurmiſe 
or obje&t, That at the di- 
Rance of time, and inter- 
mixture of other avocati- 
ons, ſome circumſtances 
may be lels certain to me, 
jt being improbable I 
ſhould remember fo parti- 
cularly 


$ 
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cularly as I ſeem to relate ; 
I do aflure them (and will 
at any time demonſtrate it) 
that I keep a Diary of all 
accidents occurring in my 
Profeſſion and Practice, 
though very much inferior 
and leſs conſiderable than 
thoſe I have here recount- 
ed ; from whence I {uppli- 
ed the defects of my me- 
mory in drawing up this 
Hiſtory. 

And as a proof 4 poſteri- 
ori, of the firmnels of his 
head ſince we left him, it's 
well known he hath reco- 
vered once of a malignant 
Fever , and another time 
of the Meaſles ; inthe for- 

D 4 mer 
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mer he did indeed com- 


plain much of his head ' 


paining him ; bur that I i- 
magine to be nothing, or 
little more than he would 
have done, had that acci- 
dent never betided him : 
At this day 1s he alive, 
brisk and ſound, hath no 
obvious fign of any infar- 
mity but a wan face, and 
that not conſiderable, re- 
ſulting rather from his con- 
ſtitution than ſickneſs, be- 
ing no other than he had 
before he was hurt. 

Thus have I finiſhed the 
Hiſtory of fa&t and ſuc- 
ceſs : I muſt beg my Rea- 
ders permiſſion to make a 

few 
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few Remarks thereon ; 
they are ſuch as I hope 
may compenlate for the 
time and trouble of a pe- 
ruſal. Firſt, therefore, we 
will look back and con(t- 
der the greatneſs and plu- 
rality of the wounds and 
fractures, the loſs of ſo large 
a piece of the Skull, the 
wounds of the Dura and 
Pia Mater, and of the 
Brain , together with the 
loſs of part of it ; the cold- 


neſs of the Seaſon (a moſt 


injurious time for ſuch an 
accident) the hereditary in- 
firmnels and age of the 
Patient, and confels it's not 
uſual to have ſuch an accu- 

mulation 
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mulation of very ill acci- 
dents and circumſtances, to 
be not only accompanied 
with fuch {light ſymptoms, 
but recovered lo fortunate- 
ly. This is a ſuggeſtion 
which I make not vain- 
gloriouſly, but to docu- 
ment and encourage 
young, Practitioners, that 
they be reſolute , not de- 
{pairing of ſucceſs in caſes 
that ſeem the moſt difficult. 
To give a favourable 
Prognoſtick where there is 
apparent danger, is raſh- 
neſs, and frequently diſcre- 
dits the Artiſt. IT would 
not put courage into his 


tongue by this Inference, 
but 
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but hope and vigorous vi- 
ilance into his heart and 
hand; and how terrible 
and diſcouraging ſoever 
the Caſe be, to proceed 
ſtrenuoully, as if there 
were the greateſt probabi- 
liry of ſucceſs. No miſ- 
chiet (only a little diſap- 
pointment ) can be the 
worſt effeCt of a couragi- 
ous endeayour ; but many 
and great evils have been 
the reſult of deſpair, and 
great and ſtupendous the 
ſucceſs and benefitthat have 
attended a couragious and 
reſolute Undertaker. De- 
ſpair ! the great Enemy to 
all Atchievements, and re- 
mora 
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mora to improvement of all 
good things; ( ourage ! the 
great Diſcoverer and Colum- 
bus of Art, a temper to 
which the moſt hoble ac- 
quiſttions, notin War only, 
but in uſeful knowledge, 
are owing. Neglect is the 
conſequence of deſpair, for 
men do but by halves what 
they think is impoſſible to 
be finiſhid ; whence they 
too truly verifie their 
own Prognoſtick : whereas 

ope and courage, with a 
diligent uſe of proper re- 
medies might have ſaved 
the Patient. And this I 
nd to be the advice many 


Exempl.z. Authors infer . from the

Nothing hath been more 
the Parent of deſpair, or be- 
num'd mens courage and 
endeavours, ſo much as 
the Maxims and Progno- 
ſticks of former, eſpecial- 
ly the firſt Writers, if ſuch 
as are delivered down to 
us with great Name and 
Character ; for then they 
leem confirmed by univer- 
ſal conſent and conſtant 
Tradition. Macrobius, Lan- 
2ius and others {peak idola- 
rrouſly of Flippocrates and 
a more modern Phylician

riims - and Predictions,

experience, but confeſled

Paracelſus, and Jaques Guil- 
/zamean , {though the laſt, 
airer he had ſo progno- 
ſticated, (without reſerve) 
in his Chapter of Wounds 
of the head, concludes his 
Apology, at the latter end 
of his whole Work, with 
a prodigious Story of one 
cured by himlelf) and o- 
thers I fear, to rely there-

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on fo far, as to deſpond, 
and become negligent, and 


conſequently ſufter ro be 
loſt the life of that Patient, 


who by a man of andier 


perlwalions might have 
been preſerved. Such 1s 
the miſchief of implicite 
credence, and receiving 
for Oracles the Dixits of 
men, who (we all con- 
tels) dyed before the moſt 
confiderable and advanta- 
gious things in Anatomy, 
Medicine and Chirurgery 
were born. The tolly and 
vanity of ſo doing in this 
Particular will be abun-

Bur before I proceed to 
that,l muſt make a neceſla- 
ry Note or two more, for 
the benefit of my young 
Brother, and obſerve to 
him the great advantage of 
ſufficient breathing in fra- 
cures of the Skull, or 
hurt of the parts within it ; 
for to no other but ſuch a 
liberal and copious vent, 
tor the diſcharge of mat- 
ter, Cc. can be attributed 
the wonderful lenity or re- 
milneſs of. [ſymptoms in 
this Child : It's uſual for 
want of it. to have vehe- 
ment accidents, Sopor, 
Vomit- 
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Vomitings, Convulfſions, 
Fevers, intolerable head- 
ache, hemorrhagies at the 
Noſe, Eyes, Ears, &c. and 
all co vaniſh upon diſcharge 
given by a T repan. 

By this Obſervation 
more particularly I have 
{een the fallhood or mi- 
ſtake of that Objection 
which H. Rhoonhuyſe, and Obſery. 
Monſieur de Foy urge a- Chir part. 
gainſt the uſe of a Trepan, * Pf 
viz. That the Dura Mater 
adheres firmly to the inſide 
of the Cranium, and that it 
cannot be ſeparated there- 
from without laceration ; 
nay it ſticks, fairh Mon- 
fieur de Foy, ſo faſt as Paper 

E 1 paſted 
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paſted to a Board. And 
hence they take . occaſion 
to render not only Tre- 
panning and all Perforati- 
ons impertinent and uſe- 
leſs, but make an abſurdi- 
ty of what's a moſt com- 
mon Obſervation , Viz. 
(which I juſt now noted) 
that large breathing or dil- 
charge prevents the ſevere 
ſymptoms of ( onvulſions, 
Vomitinz, Sopor, &c. by 
. venting off the matter : 
For if the Dura Mater ſo 
cloſely and firmly adhereto 
the Skull , and therefore 
trepanning be dangerous 
and uſeleſs ; upon the ſame 
reaſon and principle muft 


all 
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all diſcharges be of no be- 
nefit, yea they are impoſſi- 
ble; ſo that they deny not 
only what is commonly 
inferred, That the dil- 
charge prevents the deadly 
ſymptoms ; but tacitely dil- 
own the poſſibility. of any 
{uch efflux : fince it the Du- 
ra Mater and the Skull be 
{o united, there can be no 
room for matter there to 
lodge. Bur foraſmuch as 
it's frequently ſeen that 
large quantities of bloud 
and matter uſe to gleet out 
of cracks and perforations 


of the Skull ; we may con- 


clude them miſtaken rili 
they tell us from whence 
E 4 that 
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that ſhould come, and 
where it lay, except there 
be a ſpace between the Du- 
ra Mater and Cranium. 1 
have, upon opening the 
Skull of one dead by a fall 
or blow, ſeen almoſt all 
the Dura Mater covered 
with coagulate bloud, and 
in ſome places near half an 
inch thick ; but more re- 
.markably doth the Hiſtory 
of this Child confute the 
pretended obſeryation of 
thele two men (alchough 
they lay Sylvins de Boe and 
Blaſius were Eye-witnel- 
ſes) for here was many 
days a ſenſible evacuation 
from under the Skull, of 

much 
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much matter, at firſt ſerous, 
and ſanguinary , but after- 
ward concotted and lau- 
dable. If it be alledged, 
that this was matter de- 
icending from the wound 
of the ( alvaria, it doth not 
anſwer me ; for come it 
whence it will, it ſuppo- 
ſeth that there was room 
ro contain it under the 
Skull, and conſequently 
that there was no ſuch ad- 
heſion as they pretend. It 
it be further urged, That 
upon ſuch accidents as fra- 
Etures of the Skull, Con- 
cuſſions of the Brain, &c.

I muſt 
profeſs that I never found 
any truth in their diſcove- 
ry by divers difleCtions,tre- 
pannings, Cc. nor 1n this 
Child, but that the large 
piece of Skull I extracted 
had not the leaſt adheſion 
tothe Dura Mater ; certain- 
ly had it been ſo common, 
or, as they ſay , conſtant

found. 

The Summary of all that 
hath been ſaid in the Re- 
marks on this Cale are redu- 
cible to theſe five Conſecta- 
ries, Firſt, That improbable and 
diſcouraging accidents have 
been cured, and that therefore we 
never ought to deſpair or eſteem 
any thing abſolutely mortal ; 
Secondly, That we may be 
decerved by relying on the Axi- 
oms , Aphoriſms and Progno-

That wounds of the Brain

Fourrhly , That ample vent 
thorough the Skull in fraftures 
thereof prevents the direful 
ſymptoms, and the want of it, 
occaſions them ; and Iafly, 
That the Dura Mater doth not 
always adhere to the Skull, but 
trepanning ts ſafe and neceſſa- 
ry, and Monſieur de Foy 
and Rhoonhuyle im an er- 
rOUr. 

My next Work is to pro- 
duce my Vouchers, theAu- 
thours that affirm wounds 
of the Brain curable

Utrum horum, Cc. - 
 Ff I ſeem too ſevere in 
my reproofs, and guilty of 
an incivility in treating 
' You, which I have. con- 
demnedin your demeanour 
to my-lelf; I hope. my A- 
pology will be eahte to any 
man |! that conſiders who 
was the Aggreſlor ; that 
I have forborn You two 
years, and that now necel- 
ſitated to vindicate my ſelf, 
I have done it fairly and a- 
bove .board. The Law 
exculeth a man if he kill a- 
nother in defence of his 

OWNn 
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own life. If your reputa- 
tion be wounded by this 
Vindication and Defence of 
mine, the Law of Reaſon 
(they ſay,Reaſon is the ſoul of 
the Law) will quit me on 
the ſame Principle. The 
Author of the moſt peace- 
able and paſſive Religion 
in the World, by recom- 
mending the Serpent with 
the Dove, tacitely allow- 
eth us to turn and ſting 
choſe that tread on us. 

But however, I ſhall not 
be ſorry it your reputation 
eſcape ; my deſign was to 
defend my own, not ruine 
yours ; nor only to repar- 

tee 
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tee on You by this Epi- 
logue. Ir was allo to re- 
commend a more prudent 
Principle to You, and to 
do You juſtice ; for to You 
is the World indebred for 
what benefit or advantage 
ir may obtain by the pub- 
lication of this Narrative. 
I am very defirons they 
ſhould not only pay that 
thanks thar is your due, for 
ſo ſignal a favour;but know 
allo to how honeſt, how 
civil and how learned a 
Gentleman they are behol- 
den , that they may pro- 
portion their gratitude ro 
the Degree and Merit of 
| the 
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the Perſon to whom they 
are redevable. I preſume 
they will be more charita- 
ble to us than You were, 


and (which is all I have to 


beg of them) infer more 
juſtly and ingenioully, That 
they are no Fools and Tgno- 
ramnus's that can cure at this 
rate, nor Knaves that can 
ſo well vindicate and juſti- 
he their actions, and are 


not aſhamed to diſplay 


them to the whole 


World.
